Rome, February 16. 

HE 13th at Night the Duke of Modena 
arriv’d here, incognito, under the Name 
of the Marquefs of Saffolo, accompany’d 
by Monfignor Pichi,Monfignor Marciani, 
and Monfignor Foffa, who met him at 

Terni, and has taken up his Lodging in the Palace 
of Efte which belongs to him. The next day he made 
a Vifit to Cardinal Carlo Barbarinihis Uncle ; and 
yefterday in the Afternoon he was introduc’d to an 
Audience of the Pope by the private Stairs. He has 
agreed upon the Ceremonial, and purfuant to it is to 
vifit the 3 chief Cardinals. This Morning the Pope 
fent him a Prefent of Refrefhments in 50 Bafins, viz. 
Wild Fowl, Fith, Sweetmeats,and Sweet Waters. His 
Holinefs having fent Order to Monfignor Couti his 
Nuncio in Portugal to retire from Lisbon to avoid 
meeting the Archduke Charles, the Nuncio has re- 
turn’d Anfwer that he is accordingly retir’d to Coim- 


bra. The 13th fome of the Duke of Bonelli’s Ser- 


vants carrying fome Goods of his to his Seat at Scalzi, 
refufing to pay the Duties demanded of them by the 
Officers of the Cuftoms at one of the Gates of this 
City, nnd a hor Conteft arifiag between them, the 
Dake himfelf, being inform’d of it, went thither at- 
tended by others of his Seryants,and by Force oblig’d 
the Officers to let his Goods pafs, ufing the faid Offi- 
cers very roughly ; which being reported to the Pope, 
he order’d the Duke to be apprehended and put 
under Confinement in the Caftle of St. Angelo; thofe 
of his Servants who affifted him were likewife fent 
to Prifon. Cardinal Noris, being Sick beyond hopes 
of recovery, has fent to the Pope to defire his Bene- 
diction. The roth Advice came from Fermo that 
Cardinal Cenci is fallen dangeroufly Sick. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated March 18. — 

Rome, Feb. 23. To day Cardinal Noris died,in the 
93d Year of his Age, leaving a 13th place vacant in 
the Sacred College. He was born at Verona,was an 
Auguftin Monk, trendred himfelf Famous by his 
learned Writings, and was promoted to the Dignity 
of a Cardinal by Pope Innocent XII. The Duke of 
Modena continues here, incognito, and often appears 
in the publick Streets attended only by 3 of his Ser- 
vants, and accompanied by Count Formi, and the 
Marqueffes Rangoni and Cocapane, his ‘Minifters. 
His Highnefs, in a long Audience he had of the Pope 
the 15th inftanr, inform’d him thoroughly of his paft 
Condu& and the prefent Condition of his Affairs ; 
which with the urgent and reiterated Sollicitations of 
the Republick of Venice and divers other Potentates 
of Traly, and the Reprefentations made in his behalf 
by the Cardinals Barbarini his Uncles,prevail’d upon 
his Holinefs ro take him into his Protection ; and to 
write to the Kings of France and Spain to reeftablith 
him in his Dominidris and Revenues. The Pope being 
well inform’d, rhat the Religious Orders of Monks in 


electing the Generals of their refpective Orders,favour 


fuch Perfons as are recommended to them by Princes 
and other great Men, and have no regard to perfonal 
Merit; has exprefly forbidden the Order of the Thea- 
tins to hold a Chapter in the Month of May, and to 
oceed to the Election of a new General, declaring 
will himfelf nominate a Perfon of fit Abilities to 


difeharge that Office worthily: The other Orders 
apprehend he will lay the fame Reftraint upon them. 
Don Annibal Albani,the Pope’s Nephew, has obtain’d 


leave of his Uncle to take upon him the Title and 


wear the Habit of his private Chamberlain; But ‘tis 
believ’d he will quickly exchange this Habit for thar 
of a Cardinal. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated March 8. 
Venice, Feb. 16. Letters from Lombardy inform 
us, The Revenues of the Duke of Modena are di- 
ftributed, part to the Nobility and part to the People 
of the Mantan, to make good to them in fome Mea- 
fure the Loffes they have fuftain’d by the War. The 
9th of this Month the 3 Ships of War commanded 
by Signior Cornaro, came into Port from Dalmatia, 
to be repair’d ; and 3 others will be brought owe of 
the Arfenal, to be equipp’d in their ftead in order to 
cruife in the Gulph. Other Ships from Dalmatia 
bring Advice, that the Procurator Soranzo is fer out 
from Conftantinople to return hither. Thefe Ships 
report, that they faw the 5 French Frigats, which are » 
appointed to cruife on the Privateers and otherVeffels 
of Segni and Triefte, in the heighth of Rovigno. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated March 18, 
Venice, Feb.29. By the way of Dalmatia we have 
receiv’d Letters from Conftantinople ‘dated the roth 
of laft Month, which fay, Signior Giuftiniani, our 
new Baillo or Ambaffador. at the Porte, had his firft 
Audience of the Grand Signior the 1ft of that Month, 
to which he was conducted with great Splendor and 
Magnificence. _In particuiar,there were 20c00 Jani- 
faries under Arms in the feveral Courts of the Sera- 
glio or in the Streets through which he pafs’d: He 
was treated very nobly at Dinner by the Grand Vi- 
zier, and the Sultan faw the Entertainment thro’ a 
Lettice Wigdow ; his Retinue were difpos’d at feveral 
other Tables in the fame Room. The next day his 
Excellency gave 4 magnificent Treat to the Ambafla- 
dor of France; and the day following treated the 
‘Ambaffadors of England and Holland, and the Em- . 
peror’s Refident in the fame manner. Letters:from 
Oftiglia affure us, the French having fecret Intelli- 
gence with fome Perfons in Mitandola, had laid a 
Defign to furprixe that Place ; but their Project mif- 
carrying fome how or other,the Grand Prior of France 
who was come to Modena to take upon him the 
Command of the Body of Troops that was to have 
been employ’d in this Enterprize, is gone back again 
tc Cazal. The latter part of this Story we think re- 
quires Confirmation. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated March 21. 
Vienna, March 8. The Sentence given by the 
Council of War held at Bregentz againft the Count 
d’Arco and the general and other Officers that deli- 
ver'd up Brifac to the French 13 days after the 
‘Trenches were open’d, when they were in no want 
of any thing requifite for defending the Place, and 
before they had undergone one Affault; has been 
rinted here. It was pronounc’d the 15th of Fe- 
ruary and executed the 18th, the Count d’Arco was 
beheaded, purfuant thereto, For having not only broken 
his general Inftruftions, bis Oath, and all Rules of War, 
but particularly the pofitive and reiteratrd Order of the 
Prince of Baden dated the 26th and 28th of May laf? ; 
by abandoning unneceffarily and too foon the Outworks 
and the Counterfcarp. The Count de Marfigli “3 his 
word 
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Sword broken, and was degraded front all Hondurs’ 


and Employments, For having (as the Scntence runs) 
given his Confent to the Capitulation, which he ought 
abfolutely to have oppos’d and hinder'd; and for fo doing 
according to the Rigou? of the Military Laws, bad like- 
wife deferv’d to be beheaded. The other Officers were 

unifh’d in a different manner:And all, before they are 
fer at Liberty, are to bind rthemfelves by an Oath, 
never to bear Arms againft the Emperor, the Empire, 
or their Allies.
